Wild turkey Hunting 



With all His PaiiltH. 



Big, beautiful, brave and wise, 
tlr'e wild turkey is ideal game for 
the United States. He is big en- 
ough to satisfy some of the material 
craving of even the big game hunter. 
He eludes the still hunter as subtly 
as the shiest deer. He gives the 
cross country rider, coursing him 
with hound. and horse, a run that 
ofteu is equal to fox hunting. The 
wing shot finds him equal to the occa- 
sion. He is the fiuest game bird in 
the world. Not even the royal 
auerhahn, sole living representative 
of the ancient big game world of 
Uurope when tlie huge aurochs 
crashed through the forests, can 
compare with him. 

Hunting the wild bird with hound 
and horse is sport for the very select 
few, for not only is it necessary to 
find the birds first, but they must be 
found in open country where they 
cannot escape too readily by flying 
into cover. Therefore, coursing is 
limited to open country where the 
turkey, not having been hunted too 
fervently, is iucautious enough to 
feed in farm lands and open, flat 
country. The dogs are sent in to 
cut oil the retreat to the woods, and 
then the mounted men break out of 
their hiding places and pound down 
on them. 

The wild turkey flies and runs 
alternately. He lopes like an 
ostrich, though not so fast, and 
wlieuevci he lliun tnkca to running 
the dogs and horses gain on him. 
When they get unpleasantly close, 
up booms the big bird and flies like 
a feathered projectile straight ahead 
until he has reached a safe distance, 
when he pitches again and resumes 
running. 

It is clean sport and exciting 
enough to hurry any man's blood. 
But the true hunting of the wild 
turkey, with shotgun or rifle, that 
tests a man's strength and cunning 
and woodcraft and patience to the 
full is still hunting. 

It may be enjoyed still in some 
parts of Pennsylvania, but the b^st 
territory for it is in the southern 
States. Virginia offers it in the 
country on both sides of the Blue 
Ridge, although it is not necessary 
to go so far to reach haunts of the 
fine game. Culpeper County, 
where President Roosevelt hunted, 
is only a short distance from the 
National Capital and well east of the 
mountains. h 

When a wild turkey is tracked on 
snow he will lead theshooteracha.se 
of miles. The turkey can hear as 
keenly as he can see. A cracking 
twig underfoot will startle him more 
quickly even than it will a deer. 
Often the man will not be able to 
get a shot, although he may follow 
a flock all day long. Often he will 
get his .shot only after he has ac- 
tually walked the birds down — tired 
them out by clo,se, patient, grim 
pursuit. The man who can do that 
is an athlete. 

West Virginia contains thousands 
of acres of hunting contry that is in 
many rc.sj>ects as wild as it was be- 
fore the white men landed in 
America. 

Western North Carolina has tur- 
keys particularly between the Blue 
Ridge and the Great Smoky moun- 
tains, and thence on across into 
Tenne.ssec the turkey hunter can 
still find surprisingly large tracts of 
hunting country where not only 
turkeys, but deer and bear, hide in 
the thickets. — Boston Transcript.

How many young people know 
how the turkey came by his name ? 
He is not a native of Turkey. He 
is an American, and was never 
heard of until some years after 
Columbus made his voyage — ^not to 
discover America, but to discover 
a passage westward to ludia. The 
idea of such a passage continued 
uppermost in the minds of the 
adventurers who continued coming 
to this continent for 200 years after 
it was discovered. Every indenta- 
tion of the coast was hailed as the way 
probably found at last, and every 
river was supposed to lead to the 
southern seas that wash the shores 
of China. 

One navigator sailed the length 
of the Gulf of Mexico, which he 
supposed to be this southern sea, 
and in Central America discovered 
the wild bird since known as the 
turkey. He supposed that he had 
found the Western passage to the 
promised land, aftd that he was in 
Turkey. He gave the name of the 
"Turkey bird" to the noble wild 
fowl, some of which he captured 
and took back to Europe, so that 
has been the name ever since that 
the Thanksgiving bird is known 
by. — Ex.

activity. 

There is not one of as so circnm- 
•taooed, bat he or she has some 
thing to be thankful for. In some 
ioateoees it aiay appear only a 
trifle. Bat no matter bow we have 
suffered, bow sadly we have been 
dla»miointed, how disastrously oar 
efforts in the field of industry have 
turned ont, how ranch of affliction 
nw\ sorrow we have bad to endure, 
>ij>re flrfw others who have drunk 
mB0n dMply of the cup of sorrow, 
have felt grief more keenly, have 
experience*] greater adversity, than 
has been ours. On the whole, 
Individaaiiy and oolieetivelv, the 
deaf have prospered, and indi- 
vidually and oonecfivety they 
•honid l>e correapondingly grateful

game culminated in a victory over 
Maryland A(;ricultura) College, f»f 
Kendall Green, by the score of 
5 to 0. Ah the game in the last one 
on the sche<ia!e the victory tastes 
more sweet. It waa the first 
victory over M. A. C, since 
the peerlesH days of 1902. The 
" Aggies" met George Washington 
some time ago, and defeated the 
Hatchetites to the score of 17 to 0. 
Two weeks ago, our team met G. 
W. U., and suffered defeat. By 
our beating of the " Aggies," it is 
plain that Gailaudet would have 
made a different scope agaiuMt 
George Washington, had it put up 
the same kind of play that char- 
acterize* our team whenever a vic- 
tory i»^ won. The writer, in order 
to be impartial, appends an outside 
view of the game, as given in the 
IVashirigion Times: 

Gailaudet sprung a cruel surprise 
on its old rival, the Maryland 
A(;ricultural College, on Kendall 
Green, yesterday afternoon, by de- 
feating it 5 to 0. 

The Aggies were minus the ser- 
vices of three of their best players, 
and Cooper was also force<l to 
retire toward the middle of the se- 
cond half, t<ut the Kendall Green 
aggregation lias been latioring under 
the same handicap for weeks. Gal 
laudet wanted to postporje the game 
until Monday on account of the 
rain, but the Faimers demurred, 
and when Gallandet wire*] to call 
the game oft altogether, the Agcies 
replied that their team had already 
starteti (or Kendall Green.

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Edwai'd VII of England is grow- 
ing deaf. This fact Irecame known 
lu.st Saturday when artificial hear- 
ing instruinenls were shipped to 
Biickingliani Palace, London, by 
the American Lino steamer Now 
York, for the use of the King and 
Queen Alexandra, who has long 
suffered fiom deafneas. The iu- 
Htruments are tlie finest and most 
complete ever made. 

There are three sets. The sound 
concentrator or trinsmitter and the 
oar pieces of the first one are of 
ivory, connected with a wliite silk- 
covered cord and fitted with a head 
band. The second one is the same 
size, but finished in black, while 
the thiid one is in box form, le- 
senrbling a camera, containing two 
ti'ansmittcis, and is for use at the 
theatre or table. All the metal 
parts are finished in gold. The 
first two instruirients may be worn, 
witli the exception of tlie ear piece, 
under the waist or coat. 

The fact that King Edward is 
hard of hearing will be a groat sur- 
prise to the public genarally. The 
secret has been well kept iu the 
royal retinue Queen Alexandra, 
who has been afilicted with deaf- 
ness most of her life, has tried 
many English inventions, but they 
have all failed to help her. 

Last spring the king and queen 
granted an audience to an agent 
fr-oin Ni'W York, who deinonstratod 
the utility of a new American do- 
vice. The demonstration was in 
every way a success, and a set of 
s{>ecially made instruments was 
ord<'rod to enable the head of the 
British nation and his consort to 
cany on a convei'sation in an ordi- 
nary tone of voice, which liad been 
•lifticult. 

The instruments have been made 
so as to enable the king an<l queen 
to talk together without the use of 
a trumpeter horn. The transmitter, 
or sound concentrator, will bo at- 
tached to the clothing of the royal 
couple. In the case of th<» queen 
it will be hidden in the folrls of her 
dress, while that for the king's use 
will ire hidden from view under- 
neath his coat. The sounds are 
f«»cuHed on the concentrator in the 
same manner that the rays of the 
sun are focused by means of an 
ordinary reading (ilass. At this 
point of foruis is placed a super- 
.sensitivo microphone, which takes 
uj) the focused, or magnified sounds 
and conveys them to the ear by 
meauHof a small silk-covered thread 
cord, through which an electric 
current is cimveyod by a small 
battery loan (iarpiece, which is held 
to the ear. The batieries are carried 
In the iwcket, being about three 
inches liigli and inch and a half iu 
diameter. The earpiece is somewhat 
smaller than the ordinary telephone 
earpiece, but liighl.> seiisilized, and 
can lie hidden in the hand. The 
only visible part of tlie instrument 
is a portion of the silk cord which 
connects the eoncentrator with the 
ear-pieoe. 

The third instrumenl (KintainN a 
double Iransmilter, for table use. 
This will bo set in the center of the 
table, covered with cut flowers. 
Wires will be attached, running 
under the tabic to the part of the 
table occupied by the king and 
queen. This will enable the con- 
versation Irelween the royal pair 
and their guests to be conducted 
without interruption. — New York 
Times.

John O'Brien, 1704 Newslt^a-t 
Avenue, a deaf-mute, employed by 
the United Railways Company, 
watched a street car l)a<0<ing down 
upon two heiplt>s8 children at the 
Taylor and Fairfax Avenue shed 
yestertlay, and unable to shout a 
warning to the crew a few feet from 
him, threw him.self before the ear 
and saved the little ones' lives at 
the risk of his own. 

Alma Brangeberg, 6 years old, 
ami her brother Ralph, 2 yeais old, 
who were rescued l>y thode«f-muie, 
were on their way to visit their 
fiifhcr, employed in the machine 
depiirtment of the traction company, 
when they were impeiiled by the 
car. The boy's toes were crushed 
beneath the whetds and O'Brien 
suf<tained ascal{) wound and bnpses 
about the body. 

Little Alma was leading her bro- 
ther, and tried to clear the track 
when she saw the car approaching 
The conductor, witnesses say, was 
not on the back platform. Tlu>y 
say he was buihling a Hr(> in the car. 
When O'Britn saw the children, 
not beinjr able to call the crew, he 
threw himself on the little ones and 
the three were rolled nearly 10 feet 
before thti cries of the men near l)y 
had attracted the motorinan, and he 
applied the brakes The girl was 
uninjured. 

O'Brien piokeil the two children 
up anil haniled the injured one to 
the father, who ran to the office of 
Dr. Klinefelter, of 704 North Tay- 
lor Avenue The uninjured child 
followed him, and the doctor, after 
dressing the boy's wounds, took him 
in his autoinol)ile to 4303 West 
Belle place, the Brangenbery home. 
The toes ot the left foot of tiie child 
will have to be amputated. 

WERE GOING TO MEET FATHER. 

The children, who live but two 
blocks from where the father has 
been employed as foreman for fif- 
teen years, were going to meet him. 
They had done it several times he- 
fore, and their mother, before let- 
ting them go, after thej' hat! beg- 
ged, warned them to be careful of 
the cars. They had but the one 
track to cross, and after waitiiKr 
until several cars had left the 
sheds, they went hand in hand. 

Whi n the car hit them and the 
mute who threw himself before the 
moving coach had gralibed them in 
his arms, they screamed, and the 
father, who was within 60 yards of 
the accident, came to th»> scene just 
as the car slopped. Without exam- 
ining his child he took him from 
tlH> hands of the mute and ran to 
the doctor. 

The car. No. 2236, was in charge 
of Motornutn F. Geer of 4368 Fin- 
ney Avenue and Conductor William 
D. Hamby, of 4367 Finney Avenue. 
The little girl told the story of how 
slie tried to save her little brother 
in ftMirs when she saw the car was 
al)OUt to run them down. O'Brien, 
who saved the children, was injured 
five years ago, the injury causing 
his affliction. He is 30 years old. 
His wife is also a deaf-mute, and 
they have one child, a boy of 6 
years.

Iti« proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a PariHh 
liuildiiig for St. Ann's Cliurch for 
Deaf-MutwH. The present Church 
iH Mitiiatmi tin I48l,ii Street, JUHI west 
of AinHUirdam Avenue, and is buiit 
some twetjty-ftvo feet liaclt from the 
line of the street to i>ermit the erec- 
tion of Huch a liuilding an above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and lie a center 
of religiouH and Ho<Mal life amorigNt 
tlie HJleiit peoples. Or. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most (itting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live I'eot in (h'pth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent i)OopleB. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
